proximately 3200 members. Cedar 
Falls is located in one of the best 
agricultural spots in the nation. It 
is also close to one of Iowa’s major 
industrial areas. The city is also the 
home of the Iowa State Teachers 
College. Thus the congregation has 
a real mission as she seeks to min- 
ister to those who are directly con- 
nected with industry, agriculture, 
business and education.

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The Convention City 


The city of Cedar Falls is lo- 
cated in the heart of Northeast 


the richest farming and industrial 
eas in the United States. Corn, 
oats, soybeans, hogs, cattle and 
heep are found on black dirt farms 
. a a few minutes’ drive from in- 


ee population of 15,000 is pre- 
ominantly Nordic, with a large per- 
entage being of Danish descent. 
_ Through a natural pride in attrac- 
tive homes, Cedar Falls residents 
ave earned for their city the title 
“Lawn City of Iowa.” Our streets 
re pleasantly shaded with elm, 
ak, and maple trees. The city main- 
tains some 125 acres of parks, and a 

state parkway paralleling the Ce- 
ar River is located within a half 
mile of the business district. 


Nestled in an elbow of the Cedar 
River, the business district is typi- 
ally “river,” complete with dam 
and millrace, boat club, summer 
- season amusement park and, farther 
up the river, a sparkling row of 
‘summer cottages. High up on the 
bluffs on the opposite side are the

Nazareth Church 
is at East 9th and Bluff, almost 
straight east of Cedar Falls High 
School, which is at West 10th and 
Division. “East” and “West” are 
relative to Main Street.

The Chicago Great 
Western provides connecting serv- 
ice to Kansas City and the South- 
west. Daily flights by Braniff Air- 
ways furnish service throughout

Indianapolis 


Last Friday, April 27th, Pastor 
ans P. Berthelsen died in Geneva, 
New York, while two of his daugh- 
ers kept vigil by his bedside. He 
was 87 years of age, born Epiphany 
ay 1869 on the Island of Fyn, Den- 
ark. 

He never held a large pastorate, 
nor did he, so far as I remember, 
ecome prominent on the festive 
occasions of our Church. He was 
pastor in such places as Lead, South 
Dakota, Momence, Kankakee and 
lifton, Illinois, Omaha, Nebraska, 
olfe, Iowa, Philadelphia and Penn 
an, New York. There were other 
aces where he had served not 
indicated on his letter of call. One 
of these was Fowler, Indiana. But 
e place with which many of his 
closest friends associated him is 
809 South Noble Street, Indianap- 
olis. To this place he and his bride 
of a dozen odd years came. She was 
- Gunhild Praestegaard from Lee, 
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Illinois. 


Boys and More Boys

Berthelsen. His own family was

day. We had no telephone, so I 
was sent to him with as heavy 
news as a boy of ten could carry. 
Going through the alleys to hide 
the tears that came intermittently, 
I arrived at 809 South Noble Street 
with my message. Relief came upon 
seeing our pastor and telling him, 
though he probably sensed what 
had happened, for he had spent 
many times in our home by her 
bedside. When I think back, I re- 
member him for feeling so deeply 
for a family that had lost a little 


daughter of less than two years. 


But then our burdens were his.

The Publishing House 


For years he was a faithful mem- 
ber of the Board of Directors of 
the Lutheran Publishing House. 
This was one of his special interests. 
The book, the press and the ink- 
well were symbols of his hobbies. 
His son Olaf has served on this 
Board as its president for a num- 
ber of years. As a student in Phila- 
delphia I supplied the pulpit there 
at St. John’s when he made the 


annual trip to Blair. I believe he 


looked forward to this diversion. 
He loved the Publishing House, its 
mission and personnel, as I have 
learned to love it since. This re- 
sponsibility was stimulating to him 
as I am sure his personality was 
to those around him. 


Noble Street Hodgepodge 


Moving around the scene on 
Noble Street memory presents a 
hodgepodge of names, places and 
events. There were the Sunday 
morning bargains at Sponsel’s Bak- 
ery before the proprietor himself 
closed shop to go to his church,— 
when pastor and nearby hard-press- 
ed families dragged arms full of 
bakery goods home for a few pen- 
nies. As with David, here was an 
emergency,—little money and many 
stomachs. There was Mayor Shank 
who laid strong claim to his hon- 
esty; unemployment and hard-earn- 
ed dollars; the German School, St. 
Paul’s Lutheran Parochial School, 
which many of us attended includ- 
ing the pastor’s children, and where 
the rod was not spared (but we 
learned not to feel sorry for our- 
selves). Automobiles appeared on 
our streets, the first one owned by 
a member of our congregation, Mr. 
Olson, and with it he accidentally 
ran over the dog of the parsonage. 
There was the passing of Teacher 
Fechtmann down the street. We 
mourned his going. We knew how

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Bible Characters

_ Jeremiah, Courageous in Witnessing. 


At first thought it might seem that Jeremiah, the 


oe prophet, lacked courage and strength. He was 


by nature gentle, kind, tender in his feelings, and 
sympathetic. But God took hold of him and used 


: him mightily as a spokesman for Him. 
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When Jeremiah was called to be a prophet, he was 
a young man, and he felt his immaturity and inexper- 
ience. He complained to God, “Ah, Lord God! Behold, 
I do not know how to speak, for I am only a youth.” 


_ But God reprimands him, “Do not say, ‘I am only a 


youth’; for to all to whom I send you you shall go, and 


whatever I command you you shall speak.” 


We can be sure this really jolted Jeremiah and made 
him fearful, but he is immediately given the necessary 
courage: “Be not afraid of them, for I am with you to 
deliver you,” says the Lord. Then the Lord touched his 
mouth and said, “Behold I have put my words in your 


- mouth.” Now he would not be speaking of himself; he 


would be God’s spokesman. He needed this assurance 


_ that he would be God’s mouthpiece because he was to 
be set “over nations and kingdoms, to pluck up and 


to break down, to destroy and to overthrow, to build 
and to plant.”

Jeremiah stands as a prophet of God who was col 


missioned to bring a message of doom to his people, 


message that brought hatred of his fellow countrym( 
upon him. He was a lone man, misunderstood, malieaa 
persecuted, his efforts for the moral welfare of his e| 
ple foredoomed to failure. He loved them as perhaj 
no one else did, and yet he was compelled to prophe; 
evil for them. He stood in need of love and yet was fo! 
bidden to marry; he needed the companionship of other 
yet was denied this social fellowship. At times be 
laments because of his lot in life which seemed mo: 
than he could bear. But God would rebuke him, ea 
upon him to repent and to trust and obey Him. All 
forced him to turn to God for consolation, sympathy 
anda companionship. This made him realize the sense « 
individual responsibility to God. We see revealed 
Jeremiah the possibility and reality of communion be 
tween the individual soul and God. 


Jeremiah in himself was weak, but because of h 
trust in God, he was strong. Some might see in Jere 
miah evidences of weakness and of faintheartednes 
but in reality the opposite was true. God had given hi 
a task to do, and he felt compelled to obey regardle; 
of the cost. He had been commissioned as a spokesma 
for God and even though the opposition was great | 
must speak. Jeremiah was courageous in witnessing bi 
cause he relied on God. God had touched his lips ar 
as was true with Amos, “who can but prophesy?” 


So often we feel like Jeremiah, weak and frail, tongu 
tied and ineffective. We feel the urgency of witnessin 
but find it so hard to do. We can learn from Jeremi: 
who experienced the same difficulty. If we will b 
trust in 'God and allow Him to touch our lips, we ¢ 
be transformed into a courageous witnesser too. Wh 
this happens, we will be equipped to be a spokesm 
for Him, a privilege not even given to the angels.

The Responsibility of Being a Physician

The special responsibility of being a physician has 
been recognized for many centuries, and Hippocrates 
n 400 B.C. swore to “all the gods and goddesses” that 
ne would “keep pure and holy both his life and his art.” 
(he chairman of the American Medical Association Ju- 
Hicial Council has recently been quoted as saying, “The 
Golden Rule is the solid core of all (medical) ethics.” 
[his rule — to do unto others as we would have them 
Ho unto us — is commendable, but it concerns conduct 
only and is not a consideration of the will or motive 


Dehind our actions be they ever so wise and accept-— 


able to society. 


The first Christian physician, Luke, undoubtedly re- 
sorded those teachings of Christ that impressed him 
most, and in reading through his gospel one finds it 
‘ull of quotations that certainly apply to the practice of 
medicine. Words that should be remembered in daily 
rounds and treatment of the sick; “Be ye merciful, as 
your Father is merciful.” The confidential doctor-patient 
relationship must be governed by obedience to the com- 
mand, “Judge not ... condemn not...” In perform- 
ing the many extra services demanded of the profes- 
sion, Luke must have remembered that he had been ad- 
monished to “Give to every man that asketh of thee.” 
The question, “Can the blind lead the blind?” must 
have stimulated him to study to gain insight into the 
problems of his patients so he could lead them to health. 
The stewardship inherent in the practice of medicine 
is brought out in “For every tree is known by its fruit,” 
and lest the financial considerations take too significant 
a place, “Take heed of covetousness, for a man’s life 
consists not in the abundance of the things he possesses.” 


And, of course, Luke brought out the fact of the 
Bestest importance, that love is the motivation to “keep 
pure and holy” and to “do unto others”; “Thou _ shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all thy heart and with all 
thy soul, and with all thy strength, and with all thy 
mind, and thy neighbour as thyself.”

Bus Segregation Decision 


-- Another Supreme Court decision 
on racial integration has made it 
clear that there will be no legal 
back-tracking on the issue of segre- 
gation. All that happened, actually, 
was that the Supreme Court de- 
clined to review the action of a low- 
-er court which declared -unconsti- 
tutional South Carolina’s law re- 
quiring racial segregation on buses 
operating within the state. In up- 
holding the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, the Supreme Court by im- 
plication affirmed its finding that 
_intra-state as well as_ inter-state 
i transportation must be on an inte- 
grated basis. : 


The reaction was interesting. In 
Montgomery, Alabama, the bus 
company seemed eager to end the 
four-month boycott which has been
